introduction 


Monthly index numbers reflecting the current trend in the dollar volume 
of business transacted by wholesale merchants are now available for the nine-year 
-period from 1935 to 1945 inclusive. ‘these index numbers were formerly computed from 
monthly statements of seles submitted by approximetely 300 firms representing nine 
different trades. in recent months the scope of these monthly surveys has been 
extended to include some 415 firms in the same nine lines of business and the index 
numbers from January, 1942, onwerd have been revised to reflect the more representative 
coverage. Sales of the 415 firms reporting represent approximately 6&8 per cent of the 
total volume of business of all wholesale merchants in the same nine lines of business 
as shown in the results of the Census of Merchandising and Service #tstablishments for 
1941. 


Monthly inventory figures are secured from only part of the total, number 
of firms reporting their sales figures. Monthly index numbers of wholesalers' stocks 
have been computed for the wholesale grocery and the wholesale dry goods trades and 
these sre published in this report following the tables of index numbers of sales. 
Charts are elso presented illustrating the trend in stocks ~ sales retios, that is, 
the ratio that inventories on hand at the end of each month beer to sales in the follow- 
ing month, inventories and seéles having been first brought to the same price busis. 


The indexes of wholesale sales are based on returns secured from regular 
wholesale merchants only. Agents, brokers and commission houses are excluded, the 
survey is further restricted to those firms engaged chiefly in servicing the retail 
trades and includes in its scope only the following kinds of business: automotive 
supply, drugs, clothing, footwear, dry goods, fruits and vegetables, groceries, hard- 
ware, tobacco and confectionery. Since manufacturing firms are not included, the 
indexes do not reflect the trend in wholesale business transacted directly between 


manufacturers and the retail trades. 
General. Summary, 1943. 


The general level of wholesale trading, as measured by the composite 
index for the nine lines of business for which figures are evailable averaged 7.7 
per..cent. higher in.19435 than.in 1942 and was 18.5 per. cent higher than in.1941. ‘the 
average annual index for the twelve months of 1943 stood at 168.2 indicating that 
the dollar volume of business transacted was 68.2 per cent above the average for the 
five years from 1945 to 1939 inclusive, this period forming the base on which the 
index numbers are computed. 


..Jnly..a.minor..part.of.the.overall.increese_in..wholesale.trading between 
1942 and 1943 can ‘be ettributed to price’ increases, the Bureau's wholesale price 
index. for consumers’. goods advancing by.-only..l..6—per.cent-during- this interval.-..ine 
same wholesale price index for 1943 was 6.6 per cent higher than in 1941 and 27.4 
per cent’ higher than the average for the five-year period between 1935 and 19359. 


General results on a regional besis show that larger gains between 1942 
and 1943 took place in the Eastern and Western parts of the country than in Central 
Canada. Percentage increases in sales-between the two-years with gains between 1941 
and 1943 in brackets are as follows: Maritime Provinces, l<.4 per cent (<4.9 per 
cent); Quebec, 5.7 per cent (15. i per Canty “Onteurio, 9.5 per-cent (15.1 per cent); 
Frairie Frovinces, 10.8 per cent (22.1 per cent); and british Uolumbia. eyo per cent 
(23.1 per cent). Relative to the base period 1955-1939, sales in 1945 stood highest 
in the Meritime rrovinces and british. Columbia, «the average annual indexes for these 
two regions being almost identical, 190.7 for the former and 190.8 for the latter. 
The generel level of wholesale trading relative to the base period was similar for 
theother three divisions, the aeveruge annual indexes for:.1943 standing et 166.0 for 
Ontario: and 161.6 both for Quebec and the Prairie Frovinces. 


Substantial increases in the wholesale fruit and vegetable trade and in 
the automotive equipment trude form outstanding features of the comparison in sales 
between 1942 and 1943. sales for the fruit and vegetable trade were 29.9 per cent 
higher in 1945 than in 1942 and were up 56.9 per cent compared with 1941. increases, 
due mainly to higher prices but elso in:part to improvement in supplies, were recorded 
in all months of 1945 relative to the corresponding months of 1942 and extended to all 
parts of the country.) Gains in the western part of the country sii eceardas ai at recorded 
in Ventral and Hastern Uaneda. increases over 1942 were recorded as 24.2 per cent for 
the Maritime Provinces and Quebec combined, 23.5 per cent for Untario and 38.8 per 
cent for the four western provinces, rE 


Sales'of wholesalers in the automotive equipment trade were 7? per cent 
Highes in 1943 than in 1942 and were on’ a par with the volume of business transacted 
in 1941. . Fluctuations in sales of this trade during recent years reflect the effects 
of the curtailment of new motor car production which took place at the close of 1941. 
The months immedietely following ‘the cessation of production witnessed marked expan-~ 
sion in the equipment supply-trade with sales for the early months of 1942 exceeding 
by wide margins the volume of business transacted in the corresponding months of 
194]. Commencing with April 1942, a reversal in trend took place which continued © 
until April, 1943, with sales for each month standing considerably below the corres~ 
ponding month of ‘the preceding year. Sales for each of the last eight months of 
1943 stood higher than for the corresponding months’ of''1942,’ ‘sales: for the eight 
month period standing 20:6 per cent above the same eight-month period of 1942 but 
still slightly lower than in the corresponding interval of 1941. °

The wholesale drug trade gained 11.2 per cent in 1943 compared with 
1942 and the footwear trade was up 7.5 per cent. ‘the dry goods trade was down by 
5.8 per cent, results for nine of the twelve months showing decreases. Minor gains 
were recorded: for the other; trades included in the survey as*follows:  clothing;: 
509 per cent; grocery, 2.6 per cent; and hardware, 1.8 per cent. 


Stocks on Hand 


The dollar value of inventories held on December 31, 1943 was 2 per cent 
below the value of stock on hand.at the end of December of the previous year; This 
2 per cent decline is smaller than decreases recorded in earlier months of the year 
and thus reflects the gradual narrowing of the spread evident in corresponding month 
comparisons for the two years. inventories carried by the fruit and vegetable trade 
were 21 per cent’ higher at the end of 1943 than at the close of 1942, ‘Uther gains 
were 15 per cent for the tobacco and confectionery trade, 6 per cent for the grocery 
trade, 4 per cent for the drug trade. Decreases in inventories ranging from 5 to 
135 per cent were reported by the other trades included in the survey. 


Sales Coverage in Wholesale monthly Surveys 


More than 400 wholesale firms are now reporting seles figures for the 
monthly survey of wholesale trade. she following table shows the numbers of firms 
reporting in the several trades sampled together with the total sales of these firms 
in 1941 and the ratios that the sales of the sample bear to the total sales of all 
Similar firms as recorded in the results of the Census of Merchandising and Service

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(Average, 1935~1939=100) 


Introduction 


Monthly index numbers reflecting the current trend in sales for nine differ- 
ent kinds of wholesale trading are now available covering the eleven-year period from 
1935 to 1945 inclusive. These index numbers are now computed from monthly statements 
of sales sent to the Bureau monthly by some 415 firms representing the nine different 
trades. Sales of these 415 firms form approximately 68 per cent of the total volume 
of business of all wholesale merchants in the same nine kinds of business. Month-end 
inventory figures are secured from only part of the total number of firms reporting 
their volume of business. These are compiled and shown in the monthly bulletins in 
the form of percentage changes in inventory between the end of the month under review 
and the end of the corresponding month in the preceding year. 


This bulletin forms a supplement to the monthly report entitled "Monthly 
Indexes of Wholesale Sales" and brings together in convenient form for reference pur-= 
poses the complete series of index numbers from 1941 to 1945 inclusive. Furthermore, 
the index numbers shown here have been revised slightly in some instances from those 
contained in the monthly series to provide for alterations caused by the inclusion of 
reports received from contributors too late to be included in the monthly series. 


It should be pointed out that these indexes of wholesale sales are’ based on 
returns secured from regular wholesale merchants only. Agents, brokers and commission 
houses are excluded. The survey is further restricted to those firms engaged chiefly 
in servicing the retail trades and includes in its scope only the following kinds of 
business; automotive supply and equipment, drugs, clothing, footwear, dry goods, 
fruits and vegetables, groceries, hardware, tobacco and confectionery. Since manufac- 
turing firms are not included the indexes do not reflect the trend in business trans- 
acted directly between manufacturers and the retail trades. 


General Summary of Sales Trends, 1944-1945 


The general level of wholesale trading, as measured by the composite index 
of sales for the nine lines of business for which figures are available, averaged 10.4 
per cent higher in 1945 than in the preceding year and was almost 45 per cent higher 
than in 1941. The average of the twelve monthly indexes for 1945 stood at 205.3 in- 
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dicating that dollar sales in’ that year were more than twice the average annual vol- 
ume of business transacted during the five-year period from 1935 to 1939. 


Price increases accounted for but a minor proportion of the overall in- 
crease in wholesale trading between 1944 and 1945, the Bureau's wholesale price in- 
dex for consumers! goods advancing by only 0.7 per cent during this period. 


Trends for the individual nine trades covered in the monthly survey devi- 
ated to a considerable degree from the average gain of 10.4 per cent between 1944 
and 1945 as recorded by the movement cf the general index. Results for the nine 
trades ranged from an increase of 24.5 per cent for the automotive supplies and 
equipment trade to a decline of 2.7 per cent for the wholesale dry goods trade. The 
dry goods trade was the only one to register a decrease; all other trades indicated 
an expansion in volume of business transacted. 


Wholesalers of automotive equipment and supplies experienced active demands 
for their merchandise throughout 1945, saies for ‘each month exceeding by a consider-=- 
able volume the amount of business transacted in the corresponding periods of 1944. 
From September onwards to the end of the year the margin of increase over 1944 
widened. The close of the war with Japan in August brought about the end of gaso-= 
line rationing and this resulted in increased motor travel which in turn stimulated 
repair work and the need for replacement perts. Postponement of new car purchases 
on account of strike conditions existing in the automotive industry in the autumn 
months was another factor which stimulated the wholesale trade in automotive parts. 


The wholesale footwear trade and the wholesale fruits and vegetables trade 
reported average increases of 18.4 per cent and 18.0 per cent respectively over 1944 
levels. Increases in the wholesale footwear trade may be attributed at least in 
part to the fact that as the demands on manufacturers for the armed forces became 
smaller greater supplies for civilian use became available. In this connection it 
might be noted that only a relatively small proportion of the sales of footwear to 
retailers is made by wholesale merchants. Retailers secure the major portion of 
their supplies of these commodities direct from the producers. The major increase 
in the wholesale fruit and vegetable trade may be attributed perhaps at least in 
part to poor domestic @rops resulting in increased demand for imported fruits and 
vegetables at higher prices. 


Reflecting the improvement in the supply of metals and their products, 
wholesalers specializing in the hardware trade transacted 15.1 per cent more dollar 
business in 1945 than in the immediately preceding year. The corresponding increase 
for the retail hardware trade was 16.4 per,»cent. 


More moderate increases of 12.3 per cent and 10.6 per cent were recorded 
for the tobacco and confectionery trade and for the drug trade respectively... The 
wholesale grocery trade showed but slight variation from:the preceding year, sales 
standing 6.5 per cent higher for the more recent period. The wholesale clothing 
trade was also practically unchanged with a gain of 3.0 per cent. Here again it 
should be noted that only a relatively small proportion of the sale of clothing is 
made through wholesalers specializing in this product. . Ready-to-wear clothing is 
generally shipped. direct from producer. to retail. outlet. Shortages still existing 
in many lines of textile products in 1945 are reflected in the annual sales volume 
for the whclesale dry goods trade which averaged 2.7 per cent below the amount of 
business transacted in 1944. 


Ageregate figures for the nine trades for each of the five economic areas 
of the country indicate that total wholesale sales averaged between 12 and 14 per 
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cent higher in 1945 than in 1944. Increases for the Maritime and the Prairie Prov- 
inces were somewhat lower at 7.9 per cent and 8.2 per cent respectively. 


Inventories 


Inventories held by wholesalers in the dry goods trade were lower at the 
close of all months of 1945 compared with the corresponding dates in 1944. Lower 
stock holdings were also generally reported by the grocery trade and the fruit and 
vegetable trade. Stocks held by the other six trades for which figures are available 
were maintained at higher levels throughout 1945 than during 1944, percentage ine 
creases as on December, 1945 compared with the end of 1944 amounting to 19.5 per cent 
for the automotive trade, 8.2 per cent for the drug trade, 18.0 per cent for the clo- 
thing trade, 53.5 per cent for the footwear trade, 10.8 per cent for the hardware tr- 


ade and 53.7 per cent for the tobacco and confectionery trade. 


Indexes of month-end stocks on the base, 1935-1939=100, have been computed 
for. the wholesale grocery and dry goods trades and are shown in the tables which 
follow. A more striking indication of the inventory situation in the wholesale trade 
is afforded by the stock-sales ratio charts shown at the end of this bulletin for 


four trades. 


Stocks on hand at the beginning of any month may be considered as heving a 
normal relationship.to sales made in that month. The relationship will vary accord= 
img to the normal seasonal distribution of sales and month-end inventories but over a 
period of years a normal relationship of stocks to sales for each month may be obe- 
tained. These normal relationships are plotted on the charts with the relationships 
for the months of 1939, 1944 and 1945. [It will be noted that in the case of the 
wholesale grocery trade the stock=-sales ratios were lower at the close of all months 
of 1945 than on the corresponding dates of 1944 and were considerably below the nor- 
mal position as measured by the average experience during the period, 1935-1942. Re= 
lationships between stocks and sales for the other three trades = hardware, dry goods 
and automotive equipment - were also below the normal relationship as measured, in 
these instances, by the average situation during the period 1937-1942.

(Average, 1955-1939 = 100) 
Introduction 


Monthly index numbers reflecting the current trend in sales for nine 
different kinds of wholesale trading are now available covering the twelve-year period 
from 1955 to 1946 inclusive. These index numbers are computed from monthly statements 
of sales sent to the Bureau by some 415 firms representing nine different trades. 
Sales of these 415 firms form approximately 68 per cent of the total volume of busi- 
ness of all wholesale merchants in the same nine kinds of business. Not all of the 
415 firms are able to provide month-end inventory figures so that the inventory in- 
dexes and percentage changes are based on a somewhat smaller sample. 


This bulletin forms a supplement to the monthly report entitled "Monthly 
Indexes of Wholesale Sales" and brings together in convenient form for reference pur- 
poses the complete series of index numbers from 1941 to 1946 inclusive. Furthermore, 
the index numbers shown here for 1946 have been revised slightly in some instances 
from those contained in the monthly series to provide for alterations caused by the 
inclusion of reports received too late to be included in the monthly series. In 
addition to the monthly indexes of sales, a table is included showing the percentage 
changes in dollar volume of sales between the years 1945 and 1946, and between 1941 
and 1946. This table also gives the percentage change in year-end stocks for each ~ 
trade. Inventory comparisons for each month are shown in the monthly bulletins. 


It should be pointed out that the indexes of wholesale sales are based on 
returns secured from regular wholesale merchants only. Agents, brokers and commission 
houses are excluded. The survey is further restricted to those firms engaged chiefly 
in servicing the retail trades and includes only the following kinds of business; au- 
tomotive supply and equipment, drugs, clothing, footwear, dry goods, fruits and 
vegetables, groceries, hardware, and tobacco and confectionery. Since manufacturing 
firms are not included, the indexes do not reflect the trend in business transacted 
directly between manufacturers und the retail trades. 


Sales Trends 


The dollar vclume of wholesale sales in Canada in 1946, as measured by the 
composite index of sales in the nine lines of trade for which figures are available, 
was 19 per cent above that for 1945 and 72 per cent higher than the 1941 level. The 
average monthly index for 1946 (on the base, 1935-1939 = 100) was 245.9 compared with 
205.5 for 1945 and 141.9 for 1941. 


General indexes on 4 regional basis indicate somewhat greater increases 
over 1945 in the west than in the east. Percentage gains in sales between 1945 and 


ay be 


1946, with gains between 1941 and 1946 in brackets, are as follows: Maritime 
Provinces, 9.6 per cent (68.7 per cent}; Quebec, 16.7 per cent (59.0 per cent}; 
Ontario, 16. per cent (70.5 per cent); Prairie Provinces, 22.9 per cent (64.1 per 
cent); British Columbia, 20.0 per cent (75.4 per cent). Relative to the base period, 
1935-1939, sales {in 1946} stood highest in British Columbia where the average index . 
for 1946 was 271.9. The Maritime Provinces had the next highest increase over the 
base period, the index for this region standing at 257.6. Ontario and the Prairie 
Provinces came next with indexes of dollar sales at 245.9 and 243.5 respectively while 
Quebec lagged behind with an average index of 223.3 for 1946. 


Among the various trades, wholesalers in automotive equipment registered the 
greatest increase in volume of business compared with 1945. The dollar sales volume 
in this trade was 38 per cent above that of the previous year. 


Improvement in the supply situation in the hardware trade was reflected in a 
51 per cent increase over 1945. - 


Substantial increases over 1945 were also recorded in the dry goods and 
apparel trades. Footwear wholesalers’ sales were up 25 per cent, clothing, 25 per 
cent and dry goods, 22 per cent. Sales in these trades in each month of 1946 exceeded 
those for the same month of the previous year but in the latter part of 1946 the 
margin of increase widened considerably. 


Dollar volute of wholesale grocers’ sales was 16 per cent higher than in 
1945. Here again, the increases became greater in the latter Half of the year. Sales 
of tobacco and confectionery gained 15 per cent in dollar volume while sales of fruits 
and vegetables during 1946 were 11 per cent higher than in the“previous year. During 
the latter aa of 1946, however » sales of fruits and vegetables dropped below the 
exceptionally high 1945 level. 


Wholesalers in the drug trade recorded sales 10 per cent above those for 
1945. 


Inventories 


Yearvend inventories of all nine lines of trade covered by the survey were 
higher in 1946 than in 1945. The clothing trade recorded substantial and increasing 
gains in inventory values each. month of the year 1946 compared with the corresponding 
month of 1945. December stocks were valued 66 per cent higher than those at the end 
of December, 1945. The value of stocks held by wholesale grocers was below that for 
1945 for the first four months of 1946 but later months showed widening margins of 
increase until .at the end of the year stocks were 43 per cent higher than at the same 
date the previous year. A Similar situation prevailed in the dry. goods trade with 
the December stocks being 22 per cent above those for December, 1945. Percentage 
increases in yearcend stocks for the other trades were as follows: drugs , 11.2; 
footwear, 4.43; fruits and vegetables, 8.9; hardware, 11.5; tobacco and confectionery, 
20.3. Indexes of month-end stocks, on the base 1935-1939 = 100, have been computed 
for thé wholesale grocery and dry’ goods trades and are shown on page 19 of this 
bulletin. . 


_Stock=sales reatios.-Stocks on hand at.the- beginning of any month may be 
considered.as having .a normal relationship to sales made in that month. The relation- 
ship will vary according to the normal seasonal distribution of sales and month-end 
inventories but over a period of years a normal relationship of stocks to sales for 
-each month may be obtained. These normal relationships are plotted on the charts at 
the end of this bulletin together with the relationships for each month of 1939, 1945 
and 1946. Sales were reduced to cost price by the amount of gross margin of the re- 
porting firms before the stock-sales ratios were computed. In the grocery trade, the

stock-sales ratios were considerably below the normal (average 1935-1942) as well as 
the year 1945 until the month of October when an upward trend began. Although still 
below normal, the year-end stock situation for 1946 showed some improvement over 
that existing in the previous two years. Both the hardware and dry goods trades had 
stock-sales ratios well below normal (based on the average for 1937-1942) and some- 
what below 1945 tHroughout all months of 1946. Stock-sales relationships in the 
automotive equipment trade were also below the normal as medsured during the period 
1937-1942, but showed a slight improvement over 1945 in the last two months of the 
year 


Sales Coverage in Monthly Wholesale Surveys 


More than 400 wholesale firms are now reporting sales figures for the 
monthly survey of wholesale trade. The following table shows the numbers of firms 
reporting in the several trades sampled together with the total sales of these firms 
in 1941 and the ratios that the sales of the sample bear to the total sales of all 
Similar firms as recorded in the results of the Census of Merchandising and Service 
Establishments for 1941.

Monthly Indexes of Wholesale Sales, 1941-1947 
(Average, 1935=1939 = 100) 
Introduction 


This bulletin is issued as a supplement to the monthly series 
of reports on wholesale trade and brings together in convenient form for 
reference purposes the complete series of index numbers from 1941 to 1947 
inclusive. Monthly index numbers for nine different kinds of wholesale 
trade are now available covering the thirteen~year period from 1935 to 
1947. These index numbers are computed from monthly statements submitted 
to the Bureau by some 415 firms representing nine lines of trade... Sales 
of these 415 firms formed approximately 68% of the total volume of busi- 
ness of all wholesale merchants in the same nine kinds of business in the 
Census year, 1941. 


Not all of the 415 firms are able to provide month-end in- 
ventory figures with the result that the inventory indexes and percent- 
age changes are based on a somewhat smaller sample. 


Index numbers shown in this bulletin for 1947 have been re- 
vised slightly in some instances from those contained in the monthly 
series to provide for changes caused by the inclusion of reports. re- 
ceived too late to be included in the monthly series. 


In addition to the monthly indexes of sales, a table is in- 
cluded showing the percentage changes in dollar volume of sales between 
the years 1946 and 1947, and between 1941 and 1947. This table also 
gives the percentage changes in year-end stocks for each trade. Inven- 
tory comparisons for each month are shown in the monthiy bulletins. In- 
dexes of inventories for the grocery and dry goods trades are shown in 
this bulletin and stocks-sales ratios for four selected trades are pre- 
sented in chart form. 


It should be pointed out that the indexes of wholesale sales 
are based on returns secured from regular wholesale merchants only. 
Agents, brokers and commission houses are excluded. The survey is further 
restricted to those firms engaged chiefly in servicing the retail trades 
and includes only the following kinds of business: automotive supply and 
equipment, drugs, clothing, footwear, dry goods, fruits and vegetables, 
groceries, hardware, and tobacco and confectionery. Since manufacturing 
firms are not included,’ the indexes.do not reflect the trend in business 


transacted directly between manufacturers and the retail trades. 
sales Trends 


The dollar volume of wholesale sales in Canada in 1947, 
measured by the composite index of sales in the nine lines of trade 
for which figures are availdble, was 11.5% higher than in 1946, 
91.5% higher than in 1941, and 172% above the base period, 1935 to 
1939. The average index for the twelve months of 1947 (on the base, 
1935 ~- 1939 = 100) was 272.0 compared with 244.0 for 1946 and 142.0 
for 1941. 


On a regional basis, the greatest increase in dollar 
volume of wholesale trade was registered in British Columbia, where 
sales were 16% above 1946. Sales in Qucbee and Ontario were up 14% 
and 12% respectively, while the Maritimes and Prairies followed with 
increases of 10% and 7%. The average general indexes for each of the 
regions in 1947 were as follows: Maritime Provinces, 282.3; Quebec, 
205.5; Ontario, 275.8; Prairie ' Provinces, 261.1; British Columbia, 51470, 


Among the individual kinds of business, those trades in which 
increases had been less pronounced between 1941 and 1946 registered the 
greatest advances in 1947 over 1946, whereas those which had experienced 
a greater expansion during this period showed a tendency in sales in- 
creases to taper off. The dry goods trade, which had lagged behind the 
other trades during the war period, showed the greatest gain in 1947 
with an advance of 24% over 1946. Hardware and grocery wholesalers? 
sales increased 17%, while wholesalers of clothing and automotive equip- 
ment (parts, accessories, tires and tubes) reported sales 11% above 
1946, Lesser gains of &% and 7% were recorded by footwear and tobacco 
and confectionery wholesalers over the relatively high volume attained 
in 1946. Drug sales were 4% above the dollar volume for the previous 
year. 


The sales volume of fruit and vegetable wholesalers continued 
the tendency which appeared during the latter months of 1946 and re- 
mained below the level of the previous year throughout 1947. Sales 
for the year averaged 6% below those for 1946. 


Inventories 


Year-end inventories showed substantial gains in value of 
stocks held by wholesalers in all nine trades compared with the end of 
1946. This was a continuation of the situation which existed through- 
out 1947, when stocks at the end of each month in all nine trades sur- 
veyed were valued higher than at the corresponding date of the prev= 
ious year. Exceptionally large increases in value of stocks on hand 
were reported throughout the year by wholesalers of automotive equip- 
ment and also by the dry goods and apparel trades. Grocery and hard- 
ware wholesalers also recorded substantial increases in value of in- 
ventories while more moderate gains were experienced by wholesalers of 
tobacco and confectionery, drugs, and fruits and vegetables.

Indexes of month-end stocks have been computed for the 


wholesale grocery and dry goods trades and are shown on page 295 of this 
this bulletin. 


Stocks-sales ratios. While the ratios of stocks on hand at 
the beginning of each month to sales during that month were still con- 
siderably below the normal level according to pre-war standards, 1947 
did show an upward trend in the stocks-sales ratios. These ratios for 
the automotive, dry goods, groceries and hardware trades, covering the 
period from 1939 to 1947, are shown in chart form on pages 23 and 24 of 
Chis bulletin.

REVISED INDEXES 


Introduction 


| This bulletin is issued as a supplement to the monthly series 
of reports on wholesale trade, It presents the revised monthly indexes 
for the year 1948 and the annual averages for the various trades for the 
years from 1941 to 1948, 


Monthly index numbers for nine different trades have been pub= 
lished since 1935 and are compiled from statements submitted each month 
by some 400 wholesalers representing nine lines of trade, Not all of 
the 400 firms are able to provide month-end inventory figures with the 
result that the inventory indexes and percentage changes are based on a 
smaller sample.

; . In addition to the monthly indexes of sales,a table is includ= 

| ed showing the percentage changes in dollar volume of sales between the 
years 1947 and 1948, and between 1941 and 1948, This table also gives the 
percentage changes in year-end stocks for each trade. Inventory compari-= 
sons for each month are shown in the monthly bulletins, Indexes of 
inventories for the grocery and dry goods trades are presented in this 
bulletin as well as stocks=-sales ratios for four selected trades. 

It should be pointed out that the indexes of wholesale sales 

are based on returns secured from regular wholesale merchants only. 

Agents, brokers, and commission houses are excluded as well as chain store 

warehouses, The survey is further restricted to those firms engaged 

chiefly in servicing the retail trades and includes the following kinds of 

business: automotive supply and equipment, drugs, clothing, footwear, 

dry goods, fruits and vegetables, groceries, hardware, and tobacco and. 

confectionery, Since manufacturing firms are not included, the indexes do 

not reflect the trend in business transacted directly between manufac= 

turers and the retail trades, 


Sales Trends 


The dollar volume of wholesale sales in Canada in 1948, measured 
by the composite index of sales in the nine lines of trade for which 
figures are available, was 4% higher than in 1947, 99% higher than in 1941, 
and 163% above the average for the base period, 1935-1939, The average 
index for the twelve months of 1948 (on the base, average for 1935-1939=100) 
was 283,2 compared with 272,0 for 1947 and 142.0 for 1941, 


There was little variation in percentage changes from 1947 
between the different regions of the country although the western provin= 
ces registered slightly greater increases than the eastern sections, 

The Maritime Provinces and Quebec both showed increases of 3% in dollar 
sales over the previous year, Ontario sales were up 4%, while gains of 5% 
and 6% were recorded for the Prairie Provinces and British Columbia 
respectively. 


Tobacco and confectionery and drug wholesalers, with gains of 
12% and 11% respectively, were the only trades to register greater 
increases over 1947 than occurred in 1947 over 1946, Increases in these 
trades were larger in the earlier part of the year than in the latter 
part, In all other trades surveyed there was some indication of a 
lowering of the rate cf increase that has been in evidence over the past 
several years, although gains in the later months of the year were larger 
than in the earlier months, Sales of hardware wholesalers were up 11% 
over 1947 compared with an increase of 17% in 1947 over 1946. Dry goods 
wholesalers’ sales were 8% higher in dollar volume than in 1947 and gains 
of 4% were recorded by both clothing and grocery wholesalers, A gain of 
3% over 1947 was registered by wholesalers of automotive equipment, 
while decreases of 5% and 14% were shovm by footwear and fruit and vege= 
table wholesalers, 


Inventories 


Year-end inventories for the nine trades combined showed an 
increase of 5% in dollar value over the corresponding date of 1947 but 
considerable variation occurred between the different trades, Tobacco 
and confectionery wholesalers’ stocks were valued 22% higher than at the 
end of 1947, while stocks of hardware wholesalers were up 14% and a gain 
of 8% was recorded by dry goods wholesalers. Both automotive equipment 
and drug wholesalers reported an increase of 4% in value of stocks on 
hand. The value of stocks in the hands of wholesale grocers was 
unchanged from December 31, 1947 while decreases of 13%, 21%, and 22% 
were reported by wholesalers of fruits and vegetables, clothing, and 
footwear respectively. 


Ssocks=Sales Ratios 


Table 3 pives the ratios that stocks on hand at the beginning 
of each month bore to the cost of goods scold in that month for four 
trades for the years 1959 and 1941 to 1948, While the stocks=sales 
ratios are still below the normal level according to pre-war standards, 
in most cases, the 1948 ratios show a definite imnrovement over the past 
few years, Stocks=-sales ratios for the grocery trade for the months from 
April to September 1948 fell slightly below the ratios for 1947 but con= 
siderable improvement was shown in the last three months of the year,

This bulletin is issued as a supplement to the 
monthly series of reports on wholesale trade. It 
presents the revised monthly indexes for the year 
1949 and annual averages for the various trades for 
the years from 1941 to 1949- 


Types of wholesalers. — Indexes of wholesale 
sales are based on returns secured from regular 
wholesale merchants only. Agents, brokers, and 
commission houses are excluded, as are chain store 
warehouses. This survey is further restricted to those 
trades engaged chiefly in servicing the more common 
types of retail store and includes the following kinds 
of wholesale business: automotive equipment, drugs, 
clothing, footwear, dry goods, fruits and vegetables, 
groceries, hardware, and tobacco and confectionery. 


Coverage. — Monthly index numbers for these 
nine trades have been compiled since 1935 from 
statements submitted each month by some 400

wholesalers. Inventory comparisons are based on a 
smaller sample. Percentage changes in inventories 
are compiled for the nine trades but indexes have 
been computed only for dry goods and grocery whole- 
salers. This bulletin presents year-end inventory 
comparisons. Percentage changes for each month 
are shown in the monthly bulletins. 


Sales Trends. — Dollar sales of wholesalers in 
the nine Jines of trade covered by this survey were 
3% higher in 1949 than in 1948, and exceeded the 
1941 volume by 105%. The rate of increase in whole- 
sale sales has diminished considerably in the last 
two years. The 1948 index was 4% above that for 
1947, while increases for several years prior to 1947 
ranged between 7% and 19%. The average index for 
the twelve months of 1949 (on the base, average for 
1935-1939 = 106) stood at 291.3 as compared with 
283.2 for 1948, 272.0 for 1947, and 142.0 for 1941.

In the 
automotive equipment trade, the ratios of stocks to 
sales for early months of 1949 were lower than in the 
corresponding months of 1948, but increasingly higher 
ratios were recorded for the last half of the year. 


Stocks-Sales Ratios.— Stocks-sales ratios for 
four trades are shown in the following table. The 
1949 ratios for dry goods and hardware wholesalers 
were consistently higher than those for 1948. Little 
change was evident in wholesale grocers’ sales-
